Cincinnati, O., May 6. 


Special.]}—A sen- 
sational state of affairs has been developed in 


the local committee of arrangements for the 
conference to organize a new polit 
ical party in this city on May 19th. 

The meeting to elect delegates from Cincin- 
nati last Wednesday might was captured by 
the anarchists, who will have fifteen of the 
twenty delegates from this city. 

This is causing the managers of the move- 
ment agreat deal of concern. Still another 
source of trouble is the decoration: of Music 
hall, where the convention is to be held. There 
are three socialists on the committee, and they

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CHILIAN WAR VESSELS 


Receiving Supplies Off the Harbor of san 


Diego. 
Sax Dingo, Cal., May 6.—Last night United 
States Marshal Garde seized the Chilian 
steamer Italia, now receiving supplies in the 


harbor, and placed Captain Mauzeum under 


arrest. Telegrams have been passing between 
this city and the department at Washington, 
whieh brought about the above results. Tug- 
boats have left to seize two. vessels seen 


outside, one of which is supposed to be the 


schooner Robert and Minnie, andthe other a 
warship belonging to the insurgents which 


bus been hovering around the entrance to 
the harbor to receive supplies taken on board 
the Italia. The ship was first sighted about 


noon yesterday, passing north. Ten hours 
later she repassed the-harbor going south, lay- 
ust north of the Coronado islands. Cus- 

cer Berry sent a pariy out to investi- 
gate, who panes seeing a large vessel under 
steam, Which they could not approach nearer 
than two miles on aceount of * steaming 
away them. 

% were received from See Blaine 
to seize both vessels, if found within the three- 
mile limit, and Marshal Garde and Collector 

Fry went out last night in different tugs for 
that parpose. At midnight last night the 
Halls received forty head of ‘cattle, twenty- 
five head of sheep and 3,000 pounds of dressed 
meat from the ferry boat Coronado. The 
vessel had also received other stores, inciud- 
ing 800 tons Of coal. As soon af all the provi- 
sions and fuel were on board, joe expected to 
leave the ‘harbor and cruise between here and 
Catalina, to meet the schobner Robert and 
Minnie, from which she wag to take Reming- 
ton rifles and ammunition. She was expected 
to sail last evening. . ‘

~ LOOMING be AGAIN 


THROUGH THE KEPORT OF THE 
GRAND JURY 


FAILING TO: PRESENT INDICTMENTS 


Against the Leaders in the New Orleans 
Riot—Discussed at the State Depart- 
ment—Comment of the Press. 


Wasninatox, May 6.—The report of the 
New Orleans grand jury upon the killing of 
the Italians was a fruitful theme for discussion 
among the people of the department of state 
today. 

It may be said that the findings of the grand 
jury excited no surprise, for some such con- 
clusion of the case was expected. The attempt. 
to palliate the infraction’ of the law by off* 
setting alleged attempts at jury fixing is dep- 
recated by legal minds of the department, but 
there is a well-defined opinion that on the 
whole, the outcome of the case will be beneti- 
elal in its effects upon turbulent foreign ele- 
ments in the United States, inasmuch as it 
clear to them the fact that they 
cannot rely upon treaties to escape responsi- 


The report of the grand jury will, it is ex- 


} pected, reach Sccretary Blaine in the course of 


time, and figure in the official correspondence 
between the United States and Italy. There is 
reason to believe that in some details. is dif- 
fers from the report made to the department 
of justice by District Attorney Grant, and 
notably in the matter of the nationality of the 
victims, 
ITALY’S SUBJECT WAS A CONVICT. 

The grand jury's report found that eight of 
them were naturalized American citizens and 
that one had deelared his intention to become 
naturalized. 

District Attorney Grant, it is believed, 
found that one of the victims was of Italian 
nationality, but was an escaped conviot, 


and that another's nationality was 80 


doubtful as to make it unsafe to 


hazard an opinion. So, at any rate, the Italfan 


complaint will be narrowed down, at least, to 
two persons—oue an escaped donvict—for, 
although the United States has no naturaliza- 
tion treaty with the Italians, the last named 
has invariably, through comity, recognized 
our naturalized citizens as free from amena- 
bility to their native government. 
HAS THERE BEEN A VIOLATION? 
When the case of these two victims is con- 


| sidered, the question will immediately arise, 


were the treaty stipulations with the Italians 
broken? This question is likély to figure in 
the correspondence between the two govern- 
ments as soon as the Italian govern- 
ment is “ready to fall reasonably 
into the usual diplomatie method of 
treating a subject, respecting which they take 
Unless it appears 
clearly that thé treaty has been violated, 
the Italian case falls td:the ground, and the 
leading diplomatic minds of the state depart- 


ment maintain that this fact cannot be made 


to appear. 
WHAT THE. TREATY GUARANTEES. 


The treaty guatantees to Italian citizens. in 
this country the same rights: and privileges 


and the same immunities as are enjoyed by 


our own citizens, and it is asserted that if any 


Itallan subjects were killed at New Orleans 
they had the same measure of protec- 
tion that was accorded to American citizens, 
who were killed at the same time and for the 
same reason, and by the same persons. More- 
over, their families may claim indemnity, if 
it appears that they, are entitled to do so. The 
same measure of popular vengeance might 
have been inflicted upon native citizens of the 
United States, and altogether it is not clear to 


the state department officials that the victims 
| failed in any degree to recei vo the protection 


guaranteed by the treaty, which, it may be 
said, does not and cannot insure the lives of 
foreigners:

© taxation power for this purpose bei 
taken away from the general assembly, and — 
use of property acquired sinco 1877 with tax money 
being inconsistent with the constitution, the 
next inquiry to be made is, Does the state own any 
property into the purchase price of which there 
has not entered any money raised by taxation 
since 1877? The Western and Atlantic railroad 
fully answers to this description, it having been 
acquired by the state prior to 1877, and was at 
the time of the adoption of the constitution 
operated under a lease from the state. 

The constitation of 1877 refers to this property 
only once, and in oe language; “The proceeds of 
the sale of the stern and Atlantic railroad, 
whenever the general assembly may authorize the 
sale, shall be applied to the payment of the bonded 
debt of the state, and shall not be used for any 
other purpose so long as the state has any exist- 
img bonded debt, provided that the proceeds of 
the sale of the Western and Atlantic railroad shall 
be applied to the payment of the bonds for which 
said railroad has been mortgaged in preference to 
all other bonds.“ 

The constitution is silent as to the appropria- 
tion of income of this railroad, al- 
though at the time the constitution was 
formed the road under an exist- 
ing lease produced an annual income of $300,000. 
This income, not being directed by the constitu- 
tion to be 2 in any particular way, it is to 
be ascertained, whether to use it for the desired 
ry would be inconsistent with the constitu- 

The limitations imposed by the constitution 
upon the power of the general assembly to appro- 
priate money, and the denial of powers to the 

neral assembly by the constitution, must be 

ooked toin order to determine this question. 

The constitution says that no money 
shall ever be taken from the public treasury, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in aid of any church, sect, or 
denomination of religion, or of any sectarian in- 
stitution.“ Of course an appropriation for an ex- 
hibit would not conflict with this provision. 

The credit of the states,“ says the constitution, 
“shail not be pledged or loaned to any indi- 
vidual, company, corporation or association, and 
the state shall not become a joint owner in any 
company, association or corporation.” 
An appropriation of money for this ex- 
hibit would not be inconsistent with this 
section. The state, in making an exhibit of her 
resources, pledges or loans her credit to no person 
or corporation. She becomes a joint owner in no 
corporation or association. The exhibit is an ad- 
vertisement. In this advertisement the 
stats is to make a prominent display 
of her products, minerals, woods, and other 
resources. She is to have compiled in circulars 
or otherwise information concerning the water 
powers of the state, the climate of the state, 
the industrial and educational rospects 
of the people, and all information of 
a like character. The display is intended to call 
the attention of people tothe advantages of the 
state, and to supply their desire for information 
when attention is so called by the distribution of 
such circulars. The state is to gather together, at 
her own expense, the material necessary for a wise 
and judicious advertisement. She 18 to rent 
space on the exposition grounds in Chicago, where 
her advertisement shall attract the eyes of all na- 
tions of the earth. 

The constitution further provides that ‘‘the gen- 
eral assembly shall not, by, vote, resolution or 
order, grant any donation or gratuity in favor of 
any person, corporation, or association.”’ The 
state, in using her money to advertise her re- 
sources and advantages in the manner contem- 
plated and desired, would not be granting a dona- 
tion or gratuity to any person, corporation or 
association. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad is the property 
of the — of Georgia. The people ha ve said i 
their constitution that the proceeds of the sale o 
this property shall be used for one purpose only, 
but they have imposed no restriction upon their 
chosen representatives, the general as. 
sembly, as the use of the income, 
so long as the road remains the prop- 
erty of the state,and therefore the general as- 
sembly has the same power over this income that 
an individual would have over an annuity that is 
subject to no other condition than those stated 
above.

If the 
attention of capithl is directed to this state by a 
display of her resources, and an investment 
of money within the state follows as a 
result, while single individuals may be the 
direct beneficiaries of the good results, the whole 
state derives an indirect benefit from the in- 
crease of taxable property, thus bringing about a 
dimiuution of the burdens of taxation. The gen- 
eral welfare is promoted, and the general wel- 
fare of any community can only be promoted by 
bringing about the welfare of the individuals that 
composeit. But it has been said that the use of 
the rental of the state road for this pu would 
violate the spirit of the constitution, and 
that it would be a technical evasion of the 
constitution. As I understand this objection, it 
is contended that to use this rental would be con- 
trary to public policy.“ The public policy, or 
the policy of the state, so far as it may bear upon 
this question, is to be determined by the constitu- 
tion itself. If an act is prohibited by law, the 
doing of that act is of course a violation of that 
law. It a particular act is not in terms prohibited 
by law, but the doing of the act arms another 
with power to do the prohibited act or tends to 
that end, and such act is done knowingly, then 
this otherwise harmless act would be contrary to 
public policy, Gaming with cards is pro- 
hibited by law. The man who plays and 
bets at an e of cards violates the law.

This construction was placed upon 
the constitution by the first general assembiy 
convened under its authority, and the precedent 
has been followed by each succeeding general 
assembly. This doos not violate the letter of the 
constitution, and I have yet to hear of any lawyer 
who has made an attack in any court upon any 
law passed by the general assembly at an ad- 
journed session because the general assembly 
were in session in violation of the spirit of the 
constitution. The most obscure justice court 
wee would not risk his reputation by raising 
such a question. 

‘Taxes can be levied for the support of the govern- 
ment and public institutions. A A with 
offices for public officers and halls for two 
branches of the 8 assembly, is required for 
the support ot the 8 but the building 
itself and suitable furniture for use are all that is 
necessarily required, and are all that comes within 
the limited and restricted meaning of the words 
used in the constitution. Yet, the general assem- 
bly has construed this power to levy taxes for the 
support of the government to authorize the ex- 
penditure of money raised by taxation to adorn 
the public grounds with trees, s, flowers 
and the like, and to adorn the walls of the build- 
ing with portraits of —＋— citizens. 

n 1889 the general assembly passed an act that 
the office of state geologist be revived. This 
otfice, first established in 1874, with an annual ap- 
propriation provided for the term of five years 
and no longer, expired by limitation in 1879. The 
act of 1889 does not provide an appropriation to 
carry into effect the old law, but proceeds upon 
the theory that the office was defunct, and the 
act is to be considered as the creation of an office 
by the general assembly, and therefore the ques- 
tion arrises, Has the general assembly the right to 
create this office, and 2 for its mainten- 
ance out of the public fund? The general assem- 
bly have construed the provision of the consti- 
tution which authorizes a tax to be levied for the 
support of the government and the public insti- 
tutions, to aut horize the appropriation of money 
raised by taxation to support this office. 

Why is public money appropriated to sustain 
this departmeut? It may be answered, because 
the general assembly have declared that it is 
necessary. And 80 itis. But while the welfare of 
the state by the work of this department is pro- 
moted, the state — 9 receives an indirect benefit, 
the direct benefit of the money so used 
flowing to the owner of the soil, 
woods and water powers. And the right 
of the owner of the soil is carefully guarded in the 
act which declares that neither the state grolo- 
gist nor his assistants shall disclose to any person 
except to the owner of the land the result of his 
survey until the same is made public by the pub- 
lication of the report 4 the advisory 
board. If this use o tax money, 
intending directly to benefit the individ- 
ual landowners of the state, is consistent with 
the constitution, and no just ground can be shown 
why it is not, why may not the gen- 
eral assembly appropriate money to make 
complete the advertisement of all the resources of 
the state of every character, and collect articles 
and specimens into a like museum as is contem- 
plated in the act under eonsideration, and make a 
display of such at the place where soils, pjants, 
minerals and woods are required by this act to be 
3 And if this collection is once made 
an 


prevent the general assembly from authorizing it 
to be exhibited in any place in any country Where 
it may attract the attention of Investors? 

If the scheme of the state in providing for the 
geological survey is to attract and advertise the 
property of the citizens of the state—and it cer- 
tainly is—then,in regard to this particular ad- 
vertisement, as well as others that may be added 
to it, and should be added, the part of wisdom de- 
mands that the articles intended for display and 
advertising should be exhibited at the place or 
places where the attention of the largest number 
of persons would be attracted, Admitting that 
we may advertise the resources of the 
state with the public money—and_ the 
legislature has 80 decided — there 
no just reason why the advertisement should be 
set up only within the limits of the state. 

But it may be contended that ,the office of state 
geologist being in existence when the constitution 
was adopted, the failure of the constitution 
to abolish it left it in the power of the general as- 
sembly to continue it. While this office was in 
existence at that time, its life was limited, and if 
a strict construction of the constitution was fol- 
lowed, the general assembly would have been pow- 
erless to continue an office which, it is to be su 
posed, the convention knew was to die in a certain 
ti 


me. 

Instances of legislative construction of the va- 
rious clauses in the constitution, authoriz- 
ing the exercise of powers not expressly 
conveyed, and authorizing the exercise of 

wers not within the strict meaning 
of the words of the constitution, but still so near 
thereto asto be legitimately implied, might be 
multiplied indefinitely, and the exercise of such 
powers cannot be said to violate the spirit of 
the instrument. The decisions of the courts and 
the acts of the genera! assembly unimpeached in 
the courts demonstrate that we may leave the let- 
ter of the constitution and still be within the Um- 
its of its spirit. 

An advertisement by the state through the 
medium of an exhibit at the Columbian exposi- 
tion in Chicago, in 1893, being considered by all 
persons necessary and proper for the welfare of 
the state, and the use of the rental of the state 
road for that 2 being consistent with the 
constitution, both in letter and in spirit, the 
power of the general assembly to bring about the 
great benefit to be derived to the state and her 
people through this means is complete. In- 
terested as a citizen “of the state in 
every matter that affecty her 
and being thoruughly satisfied 
lose the opportunity which is offered to the state 
to advertise herself to the world would be a sert- 
ous mistake, if not a fatal blunder,and being fully 
aware of my obligation tothe state as a citizen, 
and the obligation of the oath that binds me as an 
attorney at law to support and defend the consti- 
tution of the state of Georgia, I present the fore- 
going views to your consideration, which to mf 
mind clearly maps out a plan to be followed whic 
will not do violence to the constitution of the 
state, and which could not be inconsistent with 
the conscience of the most upright citizen.

CAPTAIN JACKSON'S PLAN. 

Captain Harry Jackson did not agree with 
Mr. Cobb that the state road money could be 
used constitutionally, but there was a fund 
that could be used constitutionally, and that 
was the proceeds of the sale of the Okefenokee 
swamp. It amounts to 863,000,“ he said. 
That is a sum of money coming from a grant 
from the crown of England, and in no way 
comes from taxation: It can be used. It 
comes as a windfall at this time, and I be- 
lieve we can makean exhibit on $60,000. I 
therefore offer the following resolution: That 
the general assembly be requested to ap- 
propriate $60,000 from the proceeds of the 
sale of the Okefenokee swamp lands, or any 
other available fund, provided it can be done 
constitutionally.’

way of thinking; but we start witha kindly 
effort, appeaiing to reason to prevent animals 
from being mutilated. We wish by our man- 
ner of dealing with the quession of humane 
treatment to animals, to secure the approba- 
tion of the newspapers, the pastors of all the 
churches, and all who wish to see less suffer- 
ing of every kind in the world.“ 

“In what way will you ascertain those who 
ill treat their animals?“ 

“The agent will make a daily report cover- 
ing the entire city, and a record of all the cases 
will be kept, so that at any time, how and by 
whom a child or animal has been mistreated 
can be known, and the public may see that the 
society does not groundlessly set the machinery 
of the law in motion, batis using its best ef-

Ie It the Depot Question in Disguise?—Talks 
with KRallroad Men—Future of the 
Southern Passenger Association. 


What will be the future of the Southern 
Passenger Association ? 

And what will be the future of rates? 

These two questions are the most impor- 
tant and the most talked of just now in rail- 
road circles. The cause of it all is the with. 
drawal of the East Tennessee road, quickly 
followed by that of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railway fromthe Southern Passenger 
Association. 

There was a good deal of talk about the re- 
fusal of the association to allow the low rates 
which the East Tennessee road wanted to 
make to Brunswick for the Knights of Pythias 
and the Moreland Park cadets. 

So far as that is concerned, said a gentle- 
man connected with the East Tennessee rail- 
road, “the withdrawal has been inevitable for 
the past six months. This late occurrence is 
only a sample of the difficulties we have en- 
countered in the association. The East Ten- 
nessee road withdrew in order to be at liberty. 
When there is a convention or public 
— | to make such rates as will make 

usiness.”’ 

This gentleman was not the head of any de- 
partment, but isin position to know the drift 
of the feeling of the East Tennessee people. 

Is It the Depot Question in Disguise? 

A gentleman unconnected with the East 
Tennessee or the Western and Atlantic, but 
engaged in the passenger department 
of another road running out 
of Atlanta, took quite another view 
of the matter. 

The bottom of the whole business, I think, 
is this,” said he. The Western and Atlantic 
road kept the East Tennessee out of the union 
depot, and that made the latter mad. Now 
the East Tennessee has withdrawn from the 
association in order to bring the Western and 
Atlantic to terms. The whole thing looks to 
me like a bluff game. 

„J would wager that the East Tennessee 
would go back into the association if it could 
get into the carshed. This move is to bring 
about that result, but I don’t think the 
bluff will work on the Western and Atlan- 
tic.“ 

A gentleman familiar with the Southern 
Passenger Association’s workings was asked 
why the Brunswick rates were refused. 

„Because, said he, three years’ trial dem- 
onstrated that those low rates do not 
pay, and the members of the association, 
whose vote decides the question, did not grant 
the application.“ 5 

In regard to the rumor that the withdrawal 
was a move to get into the carshed, he said: 
“T have heard nothing of it, and I don’t see 
how it could be; if the East Tennessee should 
cut rates, the Western and Atlantic would 
meet them, and there would be a loss of rev- 
enue to both roads. 

Does this withdrawal mean a rate war?“ 

“If there is anything in the talk about the 

move} to get into the depot I should think 
there would be some rate cutting, jotherwise 
the withdrawal does not necessarily imply 
that. The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Queen and Crescent roads have been out of 
the association some time, but there has been 
no rate cutting against the association. 
But jndging from the experience of 
other roads under similar circumstances, I 
think we may expect some rate cutting. The 
lines between ee and St. Paul break up 
their traffic association every two or three 
years, and the rate cutting gets so bad that 
they are forced to reorganize withina few 
months. 

The Southern Passenger Association was 
organizedin 1885, when things got so bad 
that something had to be done. They 
were tg Senge from Knoxville to Atlanta 
for $3.25, m 33.75, and Savannah $4. 
That gare the Western and Atlantic 23 cents 
from ton to Atlanta, and 50 cents from 
Dalton to Macon, 75 cents from Dalton to 
Savannah. Rates to St. Louis and Memphis 
were, cut in proportion, The Southern 
senger Association was then organized, I 
think at the suggestion of the Louisville 
and Nashville.“ 

„What are the objects sought to be attained 

by the association, chiefly maintenance of 
rates?“ 
Maintenance of rates is had now, to a great 
extent, without the association, but much bet- 
ter with it. The association is a great conven- 
ience, both tothe public and to the roads. 
Now, # man who wants a rate, say for the 
Scotch-Irish congress, has to apply to one man 
here. Before, he had to apply separately to 
the twenty-one roads in the 
Every one of the twenty-one roads 
had to take up the matter by 
correspondence. Now we do the work 
for them, and one stenographer writes a letter 
where twenty-one stenographers wrote letters 
before. The saving of labor is much greater 
than the expense of the association.“ 

Do you see any signs of disintegration in 
the association?“ 

“IT can’t say that I do. The withdrawal of 
the East. Tennessee has been followed by that 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida, a 
competitor on business from Macon 
to Florida. It may be that the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida withdrew 
so as to be free to meet the competition of the 
East Tennessee in that section. The East 
Tennessee reaches a great many points in the 
Southern Passenger Association, but I do not 
see that its withdrawal will 
break up this organization. Two 
years ago the Louisville and Nashville puiled 
out, followed by the Mobile and Ohio, the 
Illinois Central, the Louisville, New Orleans 
and Texas, the Queen and Crescent and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. In 
spite of that, one.still survives.“ 

The total mileage embraced in the Southern 


association. 


Passenger Association is 10,000. Of this the 


East Tennessee has 1,100 and the Georgia 
Southern and Florida 285—together about 14 
per cent.
